To the inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield in the 
County of Sullivan in said state, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Plainfield Town 
Hall in said Plainfield on Tuesday, the twelfth day of 
March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, a Treasurer, a Tax Collector, one Trustee 
of Trust Funds for three years, two Auditors and any 
other necessary town officers. 


You are further notified to meet at Plainfield Town 
Hall in said Plainfield on Tuesday, the twelfth day of 
March next, at one-thirty o’clock in the afternoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, 
to be paid on or before one year’s time, pursuant to the 
New Hampshire Laws of 1917. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to install a 
new heating system in the Plainfield Town Hall, and raise 
and appropriate money therefore. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
1,000 feet of forestry fire hose and raise and appropri- 
ate $500.00 therefore. One-half of the hose to be kept by 
the Meriden Volunteer Fire Department and the other 
one-half to be kept by the Plainfield Volunteer Fire 
Department. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for graveling roads. 
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Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
a second truck for the use of the highway department, 
and to see what sum of money the town will vote to make 
available therefor either by appropriation or issuing 
serial notes.

TOWN MEETING 
1956 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Plainfield, County of Sullivan, State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote for Town Affairs, holden in the Town 
Hall in Meriden, in said Town on Tuesday, the thirteenth 
day of March and at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, the 
articles of the warrant were disopsed of in the following 
manner: 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Tracy Spalding. Prayer was offered by Mr. James Wat- 
son, pastor of the Meriden Baptist Church. 

Pursuant to the calling of the meeting in the warrant 
article one of the warrant was read and the polls were 
opened. At one thirty o’clock the remaining articles were 
then taken up and disposed of as follows: 


Article 2. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
will instruct the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes to be paid on or before one year’s time pur- 
suant to the New Hampshire Laws of 1917, the sum not 
to exceed $20,000. 


Article 3. Voted in the affirmative that the following 
sums of money shall be raised and appropriated to de- 
fray Town charges.

Article 4. Voted in the Affirmative that the Town 


will adopt a plan for extending to the employees of the 
Town the benefits of Title Il of the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act (Old Age and Survivors Insurance, as authoriz- 
ed by Chapter 101 of the Revised Statutes Annotated 
Amended by Chapter 301 and 332 of the Laws of 1955, 
and that.the sum of $300.00 be raised and appropriated 


to defray the Town’s share of the cost thereof. | 


Article 5: Voted in the Affirmative that the Town 


will exclude from the plan services in any class or classes 
of positions filled by popular election. 
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Article 6. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
will exclude from the plan services in any class or classes 
of position the compensation for which is on a fee basis. 

Article 7. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
will authorize the selectmen to execute on behalf of the 
Town the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and that the Town 
will designate the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen to 
be responsible for the administration of the plan. 


Article 8. Voted in the Affirmative that the Town 
will authorize the Selectmen to spend not more than 
$250.00 to purchase 24 folding chairs for the Meriden 
Town Hall and 24 folding chairs for the Plainfield Town 
Hall to supplement the now inadequate seating arrange- 
ments. 


Artcle 9. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
will extend the street lights in Plainfield Plain, south on 
Route 12A to the residence of L. E. Koehler and north 
on Route 12A to the junction of 12A and the Meriden 
Stage Road. 


Article 10. Motion was made and seconded that the 
Road Agent plow out the entrances to all public build- 
ings, churches, clubs, Granges, schools and Fire Houses 
in the Town with the Town snow plow. 


Voted by show of hands: 
Yes 58 vots. No 26 votes. 


Article 11. Motion was made and seconded that the 
Town will raise and appropriate not more than $300.00 
for the purpose of buying a motion picture projector 
through the Civil Defense organization, and that the 
Selectmen will be in charge of the care and use of said 
projector.

Yes 48 votes. No 20 votes. 


Article 12. Voted in the Affirmative that the Town 
will raise and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed 
$500.00 for the purpose of buying a boiler for the High- 
way Department to use thawing culverts. 
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Article 18. Moved and seconded that the Town 
raise and appropriate $1,000.00 and that the Selectmen 
be authorized to execute, issue, and sell serial notes or 
bonds in the amount of $1,500.00 not to exceed $6,000.00 
to repair the covered bridge over Bloods Brook in Mer- 
iden.

Article 14. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
allow a two percent discount on 1956 property taxes paid 
within 30 days following the day the Tax warrant is 
delivered to the Tax Collector. 


Article 15. Voted in the affirmative that the Town 
accept the reports of the Town Officer, as printed and 
that a copy be placed on file. 


Voted in the affirmative that the Moderator be in- 
structed to appoint a Finance Committee of six within 
30 days of this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


In this, my sixth annual report, I shall report on 
three major items: (1) cost; (2) Achievement; (3) 
Future needs. 


1. Costs: There are too few trained teachers for the 
tremendous increase in number of pupils throughout 
New Hampshire and the U.S. Salary schedules begin- 
ning at $3000 with a maximum of $4500 are now com- 
mon in New Hampshire. The fact is that Plainfield must 
meet the salaries of other districts or stand by while 
teachers are enticed away by higher pay. Books, sup- 
plies, fuel and other costs continue to increase. 


It is pleasant to report that the recommended local 
appropriation is only slightly higher than for the cur- 
rent year. Increased State Aid may reduce the local tax 
for schools lower than for 1956-7. 


2. Achievement: Academic achievement as tested by 
the annual tests compares favorably with national stand- 
ards. Every pupil who is capable of reasonable school 
achievement should be given time (for some, four or 
even five years) before entering the fourth grade. Re- 
tarded reading and other school problems are partly 
the result of promoting children who should be given 
more time to grow and to learn reading, arithmetic, and 
other school work. 


Mrs. Durkee, the helping teacher, has made an 
outstanding contribution in her work with pupils and 
the schools. She has given a great deal of guidance to 
your children who entered high school this year. This 
has helped pupils to take the courses they need, and 
to be successful in high school. 


3. Future Needs: The varied academic subjects are 
being taught in the two schools. The music instructor, 
Mrs. Robb, is making a real contribution to the pupils in 
vocal music and has started instrumental lessons, at the 
request of parents, in Meriden.

Limited playground equipment makes possible some 
outside group and individual games and play activities 
under the direction of the teachers. Very little has been 
done to provide worthwhile equipment or games in the 
buildings for cold and stormy days. More group games, 
especially for the pupils of grades 5 - 8, would help 
boys and girls to learn fundamentals of work, coopera- 
tion, sportsmanship and physical coordination, etc. The 
cost for an expanded program need not be prohibitive. 
The recent Olympic games indicate some omissions in 
our school and national physical education programs. 


My thanks are given to the teachers and other em- 
ployees, School Board, district officers, P.T.A.s and cit- 
izens who have cooperated to make effective education 
possible for the children of the district.
